Gang of Outlaws Broken Up—Bloodshed

PASSENGERS 70 ARRIVE THIS MORNING. 


Bodies of Missing Men Found at Grass 
Valley, Napa and Upper Lake.

T he C hinese T rc :tjr — S uppo sition an d

S an F rancisco, December 28th.—Mr. Trcscott, 
one of the Commissioners to China, leaves for the 
East by overland train to-morrow. So far as is 
known he has not given the slightest intimation of 
the provisions of the treaty concluded with China, 
the text and official documents of which he carries 
to Washington with him. Some comforting infer­ 
ences as to the provisions of the treaty are being 
drawn from the fact that John F. Swift remains in 
China, to arrive a month later The interpretation 
given to this deUy is t> the effect that Mr. Swift 
times his arrival here at a date when the provisions 
of the treaty will have been given to the public, in 
order to secure a grand reception. The well-known 
candidacy of Mr. Swift for Governor gives color to 
this somewhat shadowy forecast of the general re­ 
sult cf the negotiations. As Mr. Swift is supposed 
to have represented tbc Pacific* coast view in the 
negotiations, the significance t»f hi-j remaining be­ 
hind is interpreted as importing a triumph of that 
view in the result.

C a lh to o a. December 28th. The remains of S. E. 
Smith, of Napa, who disappeared so mysteriously 
some months ago, were discovered yesterday by 
Claib Simmons in the mountains east of this place. 
Simmons, while hunting Sunday, found the missing 
Pope Valley census book which smith volunteered 
to deliver in Napa, and near by a coat. The search 
was resumed yesterday, and the remains of the de­ 
ceased were found about 100 yards further down the 
mountain. The supposition s that Smith was suu 
struck or overpowered by the beat, or had lost his 
way and died from exhaustion. The Coroner took 
charge of the remains, and no mark or injury hav­ 
ing been found on the person of the deceased, 
which was in a fair state of preservation, the j un­ 
rendered a verdict of death from natural causes. 
Deceased has a family In the East. 
One case of small pox is reported in the country, 
about four miles from heie.

G rass V alley, December 23th.—About 1 o’clock 
to day the dead body of Walter Ford was found in 
Wolf creek, near the Omaha mill.

O utlaw * C aptured — A B loody C onflict 
A verted* 
L as V egas (N. M.), December 2Sth.—The notori­ 
ous gang of outlaws, composed of about twenty ODe 
meo, who, under the leadership of “ Billy the Kid,” 
have for the past six months overrun eastern New 
Mexico, murdering and committ ng other deeds of 
outlawry, was broken up last Saturday morning by 
the killing of tw*o and capturing if four others, in­ 
cluding the leader. Th« prisoners were lodged in 
Las Vegas jail, a d threats of lynching were preva­ 
lent; but the vigilance of tnc captors Deputy 
Sheriff Garrett and others, prevented it. Yesterday 
afternoon Garrett and the other capto's boarded the 
train with the prisoners, for the purpose of taking 
them to Sauta Fe. Sheriff Romero remonstrated 
against taking Kudabaugh, one of the prisoners, 
who killed a Los Yogas Deputy Sher ff, to Santa Fe, 
but t > no effect. He then went to the depot with a 
posse of thirty-five men and made a formal demand 
for the prisoners, but was told that if he wanted the 
prisoners to take them. The Sheriff then stationed 
men at the engine to cover the engineer, and the 
balance of the Sheriff's posse crowded about the 
train, the platforms of which were crowded 
with additional guards, pressed into service 
by 
Garrett, 
and 
nearly 
every 
window 
of the cars served as a port hole for rifles. 
Somebody suggested to take the prisoners 
now. Stewart, of Garretts party, said: “ The in­ 
stant the first shot is fired we will unloose every 
mail and arm him.” For a while a fight seemed im­ 
minent. Chief Engineer Robinson then appeared 
and demanded that the train be a'lowtd to pro­ 
ceed, and the Master of Transportation said if the 
train wa3 not allowed to proceed be would arm all 
the railroad men and take it out. Detective J. F. 
Morley, of the Postofflce Depar; ment, jumped into 
the cab with a pair of six-shooters, and told the en­ 
gineer to let her go. The conference had just con­ 
cluded, a compromise being effected, by which it 
was agreed that the Sheriff and two men should go 
to Santa Fe with the party, and if the Governor 
agreed, to bring Rudabaugh back to Las Vegas. 
The train then proceeded. 
T rouble at Soroceo. 
S a n ta F e, December 28th.—A very serious dis­ 
turbance exists to-day at Sorocco, Ñ. M. The .au­ 
thorities refused to arrest the murderer of Conklin, 
editor of the Sorocco Sun, and the citizens, finding 
no recourse at law, have arrested and hold by force 
the Sheriff and four others, including the murderer of 
Conklin. A rescue of the prisoners is threatened, 
and bloodshed is imminent. A request has been 
made on the military commander of the district for 
troops, and although the soldiers cannot be used as 
a posse commitatus*, j*et a company has been ordered 
from Colorado, N. Al., as & me^ns of prot ction for 
public property and the property of the railroad 
company. Bathes of men are being armed at Albu­ 
querque and other poiuts in the vicinity, and will ¿0 
to Sorocco to-night. 
Grave results may bo ex­ 
pected. All the women and children have been 
moved out of town. Acting Governor Ritch is doing 
all in his power to preserve the peace and to 9eeure 
proper action of the law. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
S anta Fe, December 28th.—All the Americans 
have moved out of Socorro, and unless the troops 
reach there to-night a bloody fight will occur. The 
Sheriff, being a friend of Boca, who recently killed 
Conklin, editor of the Sun, refused to arrest him, 
whereupon citizens swore out warrants aud put the 
Sheriff and murderer in jail. The greasers threaten 
to rescue them. The Americans and the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe officers called 011 General 
Hatch for protection. Hatch ordered fifty soldiers 
from Wingate and a company of the Thirteenth 
Infantry from the town of Colorado to go to Socorro 
to protect Government property.

The Acme Mill and Mining Company-, 
Volcano, Amador county, have their new 
hoisting works completed, and they will be 
shipped to the mines next week. The shaft 
¡3 now 150 feet deep. Ledge width is from 
three to four feet. The prospects cf the 
mine are considered in every way encour­ 
aging. 
Two men started from Bodie in a wagon 
with six horses about two weeks ago for 
Sonora. 
They were caught in a snow 
storm, and were forced to leave their wagon, 
horses and dog on the Patterson grade, 
unable to proced further with them. They 
arrived at Strawberry with feet frozen, and 
otherwise badly used up. 
Says the Red River (N. M.) Chronicle- 
The discovery of valuable mines in our 
territory has created quite a demand for 
donkeys, and few can be procured for less 
than $15 a head. Even parties from Lead- 
ville, the San Juan region and other mining 
districts in Colorado, come now to New 
Mexico to buy burros. Two good packers 
can manage from fifteen to twenty donkeys 
to bring ere down the side of the mountains, 
where it would take thousands of dollars 
to construct a wagon road. 
The Nevada Southern Railroad Company 
have increased their capital stock, and it 
is all subscribed and paid in. The line of 
the road on the first division will bo from 
Ledlie, on the Nevada Central, to Clover- 
dale, 74 miles. A brunch from this divi­ 
sion will be run to Grantsville, a distance 
of from six to eight miles. The second di­ 
vision is from Cloverdale south to Silver 
Peak and Gold Mountain, 100 miles. A 
branch will leave this division for Candela­ 
ria, starting from the main line 40 mileB 
south of Cloverdale. The third or eastern 
division will be run from Silver Peak to 
Bullionville to meet the Utah Southern. 


S an F ra n c isc o M oney M a r k e t.—The 
demands for taxes have ceased. Delin­ 
quents will now have to pay 5 per cent, 
extra. Parties have paid as promptly as 
usual, but there is a long array of delin­ 
quents, including some whose circum­ 
stances ought to have excluded them from 
that category. There Í3 a large amount of 
coin now locked up in the vaults of this 
city, but it will soon be put in circulation 
in the payment of municipal demands. 
Money continues free. All the hanks are- 
well supplied. Rates remain the same as- 
they have been for months. Wheat bor­ 
rowers have pretty much dropped out. 
There is a good demand for money from 
mercantile circles in the handling of goods 
and in letters of credit.

FOREIGN IDEAS OF AMERICiH 
CHAR­ 
ACTER. 


I t seems that some people in France have 
formed the belief that the American nation 
is in very truth devoted to the worship of 
tire Almighty Dollar, and that all th at is 
necessary to secure American support for 
the Panama Canal is to purchase a few in­ 
fluential citizens of the United States by 
g ving them sinecure positions Yvith fat 
salaries in connection with the enterprise, 
Mr. Thompson must experience some rather 
peculiar sensations when he sees the in­ 
terpretation which foreigners have put 
upon his eager acceptance of the Chairman­ 
ship of the American Committee of the 
Panama Canal, while he was still a mem­ 
ber of the Cabinet. 
Perhaps we ourselves 
should have been able to appreciate the true 
inwardness of this kind of transaction had 
some American corporation, about to put 
its stock on the London m arket, offered a 
Chairmanship to Mr. Bright or Mr. Cham­ 
berlain, and bad either of those gentlemen 
accepted the offer as promptly as Mr. 
Thompson did his. 
Under the circum­ 
stances we cannot say that the mistake of 
the Frenchmen is altogether unnatural. 
T hey 
are 
astonished 
th at 
a member 
of the Government should thus lend his 
official position to a foreign commercial 
enterprise, and especially at such a junc­ 
ture, and when they try to explain the 
m atter they can find no solution of it but 
the one intim ated in -the dispatches. 
I t is 
i rdeed possible that M. Lesseps, whose 
poYvers as a first-class fabricator have sel­ 
dom or never been surpassed in modern 
times, may have done something toward 
disseminating the very unflattering opin­ 
ion which seems to have taken hold on the 
Paris public. 
B at it is evident that the 
actu tl facts afford sufficient ground for sus­ 
picion, and the circumstance th at the 
American press ha3 had no censure for Mr. 
Thompson’s step, but has generally ap­ 
peared to regard it as perfectly natural and 
proper, may have strengthened the foreign 
notiJn that the whole affair was in perfect 
accord with American views of propriety. 
I t is not a pleasant picture of our habits 
and tendencies to be spread abroad, but 
before we complain of it we ought to ask 
ourselves if it has been drawn altogether 
from imagination. 


THE IRISH STATS TRIALS. 


The Irish State trials of the Land League 
leaders have begun, and will no doubt 
drag their slow length aloDg for several 
weeks. 
The fact that even before com­ 
mencing them the supporters of the Gov­ 
ernm ent appear to have abandoned all ex­ 
pectation of securing conviotions, divests 
them of mnch interest. 
The idea of hold­ 
ing the trials at all in the present condi­ 
tion of things in Ireland is indeed a Btrange 
one. 
Every man on the jury will of 
course understand beforehand that he is to 
be pursued relentlessly by the League if 
he gives an adverse verdict, and in such 
circumstances it is unreasonable to expect 
th at the law and the evidence can govern 
the findings. 
The failure of the prosecu­ 
tion will, on the other hand, enconrage 
the League greatly, by giving them fresh 
assurances that they arc beyond the reach 
of constitutional agencies, and the result 
may very probably be to inerwpe instead of 
diminishing the difficulties bjr which the 
Government is surrounded. 


T h e S a n ta B a r b a r a “ P e r is .1'—W e 
observe that the Santa Barbara Prets, 
lately edited by the unfortunate Mr. 
Glancey, has been purchased by the pres, 
eut editor, Mr. C. T. McGlashan, Mr.

Glssben is a very able and enterprising 
journalist, and is entirely qualified to give 
the people of Santa Barbara a paper which 
they will feel prond of, and which they 
sho. Id support cheerfully. 


The history of too late “ d eal” in A lta 
shows th at the long period of stagnation in 
stock speculation in this State has not suf­ 
ficed to eradicate the gambling spirit from 
the public character. 
I t is not credible 
th at the long record of stock swindles on 
this coast has failed altogether to convince 
men of the danger of th at kind of invest­ 
ment. 
There are comparatively few Cali­ 
fornians who have not at some time had 
personal experience of the tendencies of 
such speculation. 
Y et it appears th a t not­ 
withstanding all the warnings of the past 
it is almost as easy as ever to persuade the 
community into staking its money upon 
even the most palpable swindles, and th at 
though 
those 
who gamble 
are 
indig­ 
nant when they lose, 
their 
ill for­ 
tune 
has 
practically 
no 
effect 
in 
teaching them wisdom for the future. 
The only conclasion to be reached from 
such facts is th at the gambling spirit is im­ 
planted too deep for removal, and th at at 
least a generation will have to die out be­ 
fore it can be overcome. 
It is of course 
useless to point out the ill effects of this 
disposition to gamble. 
None understand 
these ill effects better than the habitual 
sufferers from their oxvn folly. 
I t is, how­ 
ever, worth noting that while there are 
many people who put their money into 
stocks w ithout understanding the real na­ 
ture of the transactions they are gambling 
upon, those who generally raise the loudest 
outcry o\-er their losses are not so innocent. 
Of the larger operators Yvho get caught in 
these “ deals ” nearly all are trapped di­ 
rectly through their own greed. It will be 
found on investigation th at they 11 went in ” 
expecting to ruin some of their neighbors; 
th at they were fully prepared to take every­ 
thing they could get hold of; and th at in 
short it is with them a case of “ diamond 
“ cut diamond.” 
Of conrse no sympathy 
is deserved by men of this stamp, nor in 
fact is sym pathy due to any man who 
speculates in stocks at this time of day. 
Nobody has any excuse for ignorance as to 
the nature of stock “ deals,” and those 
who choose to shut their eyes to the danger 
they are running, and go stolidly forward, 
deserve all the punishment they are pretty 
sure to receive. 
The worst evils of stock 
gambling, however, do not fall upon what 
may be called the professional gamblers, 
because it would be a positive benefit to 
the community if thi3 whole claES were so 
completely bankrupted as to be compelled 
to abandon the business and seek some 
honest and respectable means of earning a 
living. 
The 
community suffers 
most 
through the effects of the gambling spirit 
upon the industrial classes, and h< r j the 
consequences are extremely bad. 
There 
are thousands of mechanics and persons 
with small fixed incomes who have so 
habituated themselves to stock gambling 
th at they cannot give it up. 
Every dollar 
they can save out of their earnings goes to 
their brokers, and if after paying out a 
hundred dollars they once in a while make 
fifty, they are encouraged to go on in the 
same way for another year. 
W hen there 
is a “ boom ” in the m arket this class 
rushes frantically to invest, andas it cannot 
afford the costly luxury of the higher- 
priced stocks, its little earnings are in­ 
vested in those wild-cat shares which the 
brokers assure their customers will be car­ 
ried up with the big mines. 


W hen, as in Sierra Nevada, the collapse 
comes, an immense number of small gam­ 
blers are always caught out in the side 
stocks, and lose everything. 
Somehow the 
fact th at other people have made large 
gains, however, prevents them from being 
discouraged, and instead of abandoning the 
fatal attraction they go to work and earn 
morr> money, to ho flung aw ay at the next 
“ boom ” in the same manner. 
The ulti­ 
mate outcome of this kind of thing is to 
destroy stability and persistence in society. 
Tne poor man is never content with the 
present, nor does he look forward tran­ 
quilly to the legitimate results of steady 
industry. 
Though by patient perseverance 
ho could insure himself all necessary com­ 
forts and conveniences acd pleasures, he 
prefers to live a hand-to-mouth life, and 
to deceive himself with magnificent ex­ 
pectations which are never realized. 
In 
several of the Italian States before the 
unification of Italy it xvas the custom of the 
Government to raiie taxes by means of lot­ 
teries. 
I t was an easy method, for it 
brought out the money of the people much 
quicker than the usual modes. 
But in so 
doing it implanted the gambling spirit in 
their natures, and the results have been 
most calamitous. 
In the kingdom of 
Naples the lottery system was extremely 
popular, and rt finally ruined the common 
people, destroying in them all inclination 
for steady and continuous work, fostering 
idleness and foolish dreams of opulence, 
aud converting them into passionate gam- 
i>lers, who probably carried the specula­ 
tive Bpirit farther than it had ever before 
gone in a community. 
Now w hat hap­ 
pened in Naples and other parts of Italy 
may happen in California, and has hap 
pened already to some extent in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Impatience 
of 
the 
results of 
steady 
industry 
finds 
expression 
in 
w hat is called Sandlottism. 
The com­ 
mon 
sentim ent 
of 
dislike 
to 
the 
rich which has been observed here of 
late years is a natural concomitant of the 
gambling spirit. 
Men do not care to de­ 
vote themselves to lives of toil, and while 
they cannot earn a subsistence w ithont 
work, and while their feeble speculations 
fail to return them any profits, they be­ 
come more and more soured and disgusted 
w ith the whole framework of society, and 
less capable of being good and sober citi­ 
zens.

R esult of th e Special C ongrrsslonal Elec­ 
tio n In New Ham pshire. 


R esponsibility of Common C arriers and 
W arehousemen. 
Departm ent One of the Supreme Court 
on Monday affirmed the judgm ent of the 
Court below in the case of Hirehfield vs. 
Central Pacific Railroad Company. 
This 
action was brought to recover the value of 
certain goous sent by the plaintiff from 
San Francisco to Sumner, Kern county. 
The findings show th at the cars of defend­ 
ant containing the goods arrived at Sumner 
about 10 .4. m. of May C, 1875: th at an 
hour afterward the agent of the plaintiff, 
who was informed th at the goals had ar­ 
rived, paid the freight thereon, receipted 
for tho goods, and was told that the goods 
would be unloaded sometime during the af­ 
ternoon. About 2 p. m. the team ster called 
for the goods, but they were not then un­ 
loaded. 
He wa9 informed th at the goods 
would be unloaded and ready for delivery 
as soon as they could be reached, and there­ 
fore the team ster left Sumner, where he 
only remained tw enty minutes. 
Tire cars 
were unloaded with reasonable dispatch, 
aud the goods were unloaded and ready for 
delivery at half-past 2 p. m. of the same 
day. 
A fter the goods were uuloaded, they 
were safely placed by the defendant in its 
warehouse, subject to delivery to plaintiff 
at any time when called for. 
On the night 
of May 6th the Yvarehouse and its con­ 
tents, 'including 
the 
plamtifFs 
goods, 
were accidentally .destroyed by fire. 
The 
question, therefore, ou which the case 
turns, is whether the responsibility of the 
defendant, when the goods were destroyed, 
wa3 th at of a common carrier or warehouse­ 
men. 
If the former, i t is liable for the 
loss sustained by the plaintiff; if the lat­ 
ter, it is not liable. 
The question is 
answered by Section 2120 of the Civil 
Code, amended in IS”1!. 
T hat section de­ 
clares : 
“ If, for any reason, a carrier does 
not deliY’er freight to the consignee or his 
agent, personally, he must give notice to 
the consignee of its arrival, and keep the 
saíne in safety upon liis responsibility as a 
warehouseman, until the consignee has had 
a reasonable time to remove it. 
If the 
place of residence or business of the con­ 
signee be unknown to the carrier, he may 
give the notice by letter dropped in the 
nearest postoffice.” 
According to the sec­ 
tion as originally enacted, the defendant’s 
responsibility would be th at of a common 
carrier, 
and 
therefore 
liable 
for 
the 
plaintiff’s loss; but in 1871 the Legislature 
saw fit to change the rule and reduce tho 
responsibility to th at of a warehouseman. 
The defendant in this case used proper dil­ 
igence in unloading the goods, and when 
unloaded safely, placed them in its ware­ 
house, subject to delivery to the plaiutiff 
at any time when called for. 
For the sub­ 
sequent loss, under the 
circumstances 
stated, the defendant was not responsible. 
Sections 2120, 2170 and 1S52, Civil Code.

W a s h in g t o n , December 28th.—Senators Kirk­ 
wood and Dawes, of the Senate Ponca Investigating 
Committee, met at the Interior Department to-dav. 
Tibbie was examined in reference to his attempt 
last summer to induce the Poncas to leave their 
reservation and go to Dakota. 
He admitted that 
he had gone to the Ponca Reservation, at tho re 
quest of a committee in Omaha, for the purpose of 
seeing whether the Poncas would not leave Indian 
Territory and return to Dakota, so a caso might be 
made up by them in the Supreme Court, and that 
to aid the Poncas in leaving Indún Territory money 
had been furnished him to provision them on the 
way. 
Secretary Schurz made a statement contradicting 
the rep.irt th it a third of the Poncas had died in In 
dian Territory, and only about 410 was left. There 
are 515 in Indian Territory now, eight at the Car­ 
lisle school, and 13 in Dakota, which proved that 
tho mortality among them had not been half what 
has been represented. Ho also showed that the 
charge that the Ponc*s had. been kept in close con­ 
finement, so as to make it impossible for any of 
their friends see them ou or about tlieir reservation, 
was untrue.

Fairchild, 
Simon Sterne, Wm. C. Whitney, Erastus Brook®, 
Robert B. Roosevelt and S. L. M. Barlow. Most of 
them occupied seats on the platform. 
Resolutions were theu adopted declaring that the 
late defeat of the Democratic party could have been

Court is occupied by the counsel and other members 
of the Bar. The principal gallery is filled with Irish 
members of Parliament, a few la .iesand a sprinkling 
of the general public. Chief Justice May read with 
considerable composure the document declaring that 
ho should not take part in the present trial. It con­ 
tained a vindication of the former speech. The an­ 
nouncement that he would not preside at the trial 
caused no manifestation. 
After Chief Justice Mav 
bad finished reading, Justice Fitzgerald took the 
Chiefs seat, and the trials were proc eded with be­ 
fore him and Justice Barry. 
Only eighteen out of twenty-four jurors called 
answered to their names. 
The Attorney-General asked a postponement be­ 
cause of the short attendance of jurors. 
McDonough, traversers’ counsel, objected. Three 
jurors were then excused on account of age and in­ 
firmity, and McDonough challenged another. After 
two hours a jury was impaneled, and ail but the 
traversers answered to their name?. 
A legal argument of more than an hour ensued 
on McDonough’s challenge. 
The Court decided that the traversers had a right 
to chalknge, in the usual way, & certain number of 
jurors, but counsel for the traversers did not take 
advantage of this decision to obstruct the course of 
the trial. 
The jury consists of eight Catholics, three Pr-tes- 
lantfl and one Quaker. 
When the jury had been constituted the Attorney- 
General opened the case for the Crown in a firm but 
inodtratc tone. 
He said the object of the con­ 
spiracy in which the traversers were engaged was to 
cause the social excommunication of a number of 
persons, and to make their lives not worth having. 
He pointed out the absurdity of tbe idea of por­ 
tioning out Ireland among a popu ation of 5,000,000, 
which would only add to the misery of the unfortu­ 
nate country.

Nkw York, December 29th—a. m —The Her lid's 
Dublin special says : As Rev. Canon Fleming, rector 
of Balinakill, County Galway, was returning last 
evening, after performing service in a distant part 
of the parish, a determined attempt was made to 
assassiuate him, when he was only a quarter of 
a mile from home.

The first 
shut was fired into his face. The other crime from 
a j ard or two behind. This bullet passed between 
Fleming and hi3 servant, who was sitting beside 
him. 
Fleming was driving in a high wagonette, 
and at a rapii pace, and to these facts he owes his 
life. 
The first shot came so close to his face that 
the 
flash blinded him. 
Jt was quite dark at 
the 
time, and identification of any kind was 
impossible. Fleming had been living in the dis­ 
trict for twenty years, and was on the best of 
terms with all classes until lately, when a spirit of 
sectarian animosity had developed, and this outrage 
was the result. Fleming was unarmed, though he 
had been repeatedly warned by the authorities that 
he 9hould not be out after dark without weapons.

Practicing 
W ithout a License. 


The case of H . J . Cooksley, charged with 
practicing medicine without license, was tried 
yesterday in the Police Court. 
City A ttor­ 
ney W . A. Anderson and W . B. G. Keller 
represented the prosecution, and C. T . Jones 
and T. J . Clunie the defendant. 
The case 
was tried before a jury. 
The first witness for the prosecution was 
C. N . Herring, who testified that Dr. Cooks- 
ley treated him for a cancer on the eye. The 
Doctor prescribed for him, gave him medi­ 
cine and agreed to effect a cure for $15. 
H e 
paid him $10. 
H» said the Doctor had a 
sign out “ Dr. H . J . Cooksley. Oculist.” 
Counsel for defendant then proposed to 
examine the witness upon the question of the 
benefit he received from the treatm ent, but 
the prosecution objected to including &Dy 
side or irrelevant issues in the case, and 
claimed th at the only issues are : F iist, Is the 
defendant practicing or treating any kind of 
sickuer s ? Second, H as he license or author­ 
ity nnder the law therefor? 
_ 
The Court sustained the objection, and 
confined the defense to the issues named. 
Dr. G. M. Dixon testified that any disease 
of the eye is a sickness. 
The eye i« more di­ 
rectly connected wi'.h the general system 
than any other organ. 
To treat for ailments 
of the eye one Bhou'.d have a thorough knowl­ 
edge of the human system and of medicine. 
M any affections of the eye can be easily 
cured, but some are of such a nature as to 
require the utm ost tkilL 
A lengthy exam­ 
ination and cross-examination followed upon 
diseases and methods of treatm ent. 
Dr. Pybum testified in substance to about 
the same purport as to diseases of the eye, 
and the degree of knowledge requisite in 
practitioners. 
_ 
_ 
Ambrose Shields testified that his child 
had been treated for sore eyes by the defend­ 
ant for over six months. 
T hat he had often 
been to “ Dr. Ccoksley’s ” office for advice. 
W m. S&tnoson was sworn and said he had 
been under Dr. Cookeley’s treatm ent and that 
he had prescribed for him for sore eyes ; that 
it was over a year ago. 
Defendant’s conn,el objected to any evi­ 
dence of anything th at occurred more than a 
year ago. 
The Court sustained the objection 
and excluded the testimony. 
Mrs. Sil er testified th at she has been under 
Dr. Cooksley’s treatm ent for sore eyes; he 
prescribed for her three or four weeks in June 
and Ju ly la s t; gave a wash and applied some 
kind of oil to her eyes. 
Captain Benj. Browington was sworn and 
stated th at he had been a patient of Dr. 
Cooksley for over two years : th at he had 
received from him several prescriptions for a 
sore face. 
H e also stated th at there is a sign 
at Cooksley’s resilience which reads, “ Dr. 
Cooksley. Oculist.” 
Thcs. H . Berkey was then called to pro­ 
duce the records of the County Clerk to show 
th at the defendant had no certificate or 
record authorizing him to practice medicine. 
A t this juncture the defendant’s counsel, 
adm itted th at defendant had no diploma nor 
certificate from any medical society. 
The prosecution th e- rested their ease. 
The counsel for defendant after consulta­ 
tion announced th at they would offer no tes­ 
timony. 
(This was probably occasioned by 
the ruling of the Court, made during the 
progress cf íhe trial, excluding all testim ony 
upon the question of benefits or injuries re­ 
ceived from the medical practices of defend­ 
ant.) 
't he case w as argued, and a t half-past 5 P. 
M. was subm itted to the jury, upon the 
written instructions of the Court. 
A t 6 
o’clock the jury returned a verdict of “ not 
guilty.”

E sca ped 
C onvict 
R ea r r ested. — The 
adage th at “ burnt children will avoid the 
tire,” does not seem to apply to Chinamen. 
W ab A h Cam, who was sent to State Prison 
for a term of five years for robbing a Chinese 
cabin of $285, on Solomon R unyan’s ranch, 
near Courtland, last Ju ly , shows this fact 
conclusively. 
W hile engaged in cutting 
brush in the outskirts of the State Prison 
grounds about two weeks since he made his 
escape. 
I t has now developed th at he re­ 
turned immediately to the vicinity of C ourt­ 
land nnd resumed operations, hut hs kept 
himself concealed. 
Im mediately after his 
escape the store of W . H . Myers, at that 
place, was burglarized and articles taken to 
the amount of $100 or more. 
L ast week the 
same Chinese cabin or house which was 
robbed by him as above stated, in Ju ly last, 
was 
again 
broken 
into 
and 
$76 
in 
money, 
beside 
a 
watch, 
shotguns, 
and 
other articles, amounting in all to ab -ut 
$150. were taken. 
(This was the robbtry 
which w¿b 
¡ftisn ly erronei usly r- po'ted 
as being M r. Runyon’s residence.) 
The 
Chinese set about finding the thief, and it 
was soon ascertained that VV ah Ah Cam had 
been seen in the neighborhood, and it was 
believed was the guilty party. 
L ast S atur­ 
day night he went into a store in Chinatown 
to purchase a cue, was recognized by two 
Chinamen in the store, and captured by 
them. They bound him with ropes hand and 
foot to keep him secure. 
The prisoner, in 
order to effect his liberty, confessed the two 
burglaries, and stated th at he had secreted 
the plunder in an old barn. 
They proceeded 
to tfio place, and there found nearly all that 
was missing from both places, 
lh e y then 
refused to let him go, and took him to Mr. 
Runyon, who had him kept and guarded in a 
building until yesterday morning, when he 
brought him to this city and deposited him 
in the city jail. 
He was afterwards exam­ 
ined before Justice Coggins, and held to an­ 
swer upon the two additional charges of bur­ 
glary.
